3. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board of 
Selectmen to the Town Auditors, the reports of the Auditors, 
Agents, Committees, or other officers, heretofore chosen or ap- 
pointed and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
hire money in anticipation of Taxes. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $400.00 


for the control of the White Pine Blister Rust. (The State will 
furnish $100.00 for every $400.00 raised.)

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6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $334.00 
(in addition to $668.00 required by law) for State Aid Construc- 
tion in order to secure State Aid of $400.80. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $3,500.00 
for Trunk Line Maintenance. (The State will furnish a like sum.) 


8. To see what action the town will take in regard to disposing 
of Town Hearse and House or to use said house for other purposes.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Newton: 


Madam and Gentlemen:— 


I have the honor to present herewith my second annual report 
of the schools of Newton. 


The world and national conditions at the present time con- 
stitute a challenge to all institutions and especially to the educa- 
tional of which the public schools are a part. It behooves the 
schools to develope a high standard of intelligence as a foundation 
for judgment and action. To quote from Dr. Bagley, one of the 
foremost educators of the day: ‘‘The development of democracy 
has been unquestionably toward the elevation of the common 
man to a position of supreme control.”’ It is now as it never has 
been before, a race between education and annihilation. If educa- 
tion is to save civilization, it must lift the common man to new 
levels and not so much to new levels of industrial efficiency as to 
new levels of thinking and feeling.”’ 


Every school system worthy of public support should accept 
this challenge. Neither taxpayer nor teacher should regret the 
opportunity of working for and with the boys and girls to train 
them to think straight, honor work and attain a type of leader- 
ship in which people may find satisfaction, peace and confidence. 


May I quote the purpose of education in a democracy from 
the National Educational Association: “So to organize society 
that each member may develop his personality primarily through 
activities designed for the well-being of his fellow-members and 
of society as a whole. Education in a democracy, both within 
and without the school, should develop in each individual the 
knowledge, interests, ideals, habits and powers whereby he will 
find his place and use that place to shape both himself and society 
toward nobler ends.” 
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A recent report by a committee to outline the aims of education 
states that they should be as follows: 


Attainment of and Preservation of Health. 
Worthy Home Membership. 

Command of Fundamental Processes. 
Vocation. 

Citizenship. 

Worthy Use of Leisure Time. 

Formation of Ethical Character. 


Health 


It is worth while noting that health is placed at the top of the 
list. Good health is essential to happiness. And a cheerful at- 
titude toward work is as necessary to success as any other factor. 
The well child has a better command of his faculties than the 
sickly one. Therefore the health of the child must be safeguarded. 

Miss Janet Stewart, R. N., has been employed as full time 
nurse. She will conduct her physical examination of pupils, give 
health and assist in maintaining genera! health conditions in the 
public schools. I bespeak the interest of the public in her work. 

A warm dish at noon is provided many of the children. 

Healthful recreation on the playground is encouraged and phy- 
sical exercises are used in the school room. 


Fundamental Subjects 


From the early establishment of the schools much stress has 
been laid on the three R’s. 


Standardized tests in the more important subjects of the cur- 
riculum reveal much to be commended and of course much that 
needs improvement. We are using tests as a basis for the im- 
provement of teaching. 


Worthy Home Membership 


The public school must assist in training the child to become a 
worthy member of his family. Respect for parental authority, 
regard for truth, inculecation of high ideals of conduct should be 
fostered in the child. The work is of such a nature that no one 
agency can do it all. ‘The home and the school must work to- 
gether.”’ 
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The child ought to have certain home duties to assist in de- 
veloping in him a proper sense of responsibility and to lead him 
to an appreciation of the sacrifice which is being made for his 
education. 


Citizenship 


In the history and civic classes we aim to develop ideals of good 
citizenship. The problem of the school is to create sufficient op- 
portunity for the child to put ideals into practical operation. 
We endeavor so to organize the school that all possible outside 
activities consistent with the needs of the child are brought in. 
The pupil is led to feel that he must serve as well as be served 


Worth Use of Leisure Time 


There is probably no greater need in America today than that 
of training children how to spend their leisure time. The’ or- 
ganization of lawless ‘‘gangs’’ of boys is well known in our cities 
and all too frequently in some of our country towns. The school 
has a big responsibility in devising ways and means of combatting 
this social evil. Leading them to enjoy good reading, good music 
and developing good sportsmanship in play constitute no small 
part of the vital program of the modern school. 


Ethical Character 


The formation of right attitudes and of correct habits is the 
ultimate end of education. The school is a powerful influence 
in this direction and it must meet the responsiblity daily. Re- 
gard for truth and honor, faithfulness to duty, regard for the rights 
of others, justice must be brought constantly to the attention of 
the pupil. .

Cost 


The total cost of elementary and of high school education for 
the pupils of Newton has been $7,852.96. Of this amount about 
$1,200.00 was spent for high school tuition. The balance $6,652.96 
was spent for the support of elementary schools. $5,974.29 was 
derived from local taxation and $1,678.67 from other sources.

The enrollment of the elementary schools was 116 pupils. The 
per capita cost was $41.74. This represents a per capita cost of 
$41.74. The average cost per pupil per week for thirty six weeks 
was $1.16.
